are still due from many American cities, 
‘ aud the local balance in bank is large. The 
aggregate of these sums is sufficiently large 
te insure the thorough completion of the 
purposes for which the Society was organized, 
and at the same time properly remunerate 
those doing its clerical and ont-door work. 
The Sanitary Department of the Society 
also presents some very gratifying features. 
The principal disease with which its physi- 
cians have had to grapple has been the smal!- 
pox, and the necessity for vigorous measures 


~ bas been a very pressing one, from the fact 


that so many of the recipients of relief are 
located under conditions favorable to the 
spread of this loathsome disease. The phy- 
sicians, recognizing this fact, have 
‘made vaccination compulsory by cutting 
off every person from relief who refuses to 
protect himself and family in this manner. 
The result has been that, during the past five 
weeks, there has been & marked decrease in 
the number of cases and the average mortal- 
ity. Out of the 50,000 persons now receiving 
| relief from the Society, only 2,500 are under 
medical treatment, and this number de- 
weekly. The wisdom of the action 
of these physicians in compelling vaccin- 
ation w shown at once by the statistics of 
_gnortality, and peculjarly by the protection 


it affords the whole city: for, if small-pox |. 


should once become epidemic in these crowd- 
ed barracks, it would be extremely difficult 
to fix any limits to its ravages. . 

The Society announces, semi-officially, that 
it will lose its operations, as far as the dis- 
tribution of the fire-fund is concerned, on 
‘the first of next April. The 18,000 families 
dependent upon it immediately after the 
fire have already diminished to 10,000, and 
the diminution continues daily at a more 
rapid ratio as the winter wears away. By 
the firet of April, all those now in barracks 
will be in comfortable homes of their own. 
The articles now distributed are mainly of a 
practical character and conducive to self- 
support, such as sewing-machines, artisans’ 
tools, garden-seeds, etc. By the designated 
time, every one will be ina condition to help 
himself, and those who have been ordinarily 
pradent will bare a surplas on 
hand with which to provide the com- 
forts of home in the spring. Already there 
has been work enough for all who have had 


the disposition to work, and at higher rates 


of wages than ever before: and it therefore 
follows, naturally, that the man who kas had 
a home, provisions, fuel, and clothing, far- 
nished gratuitously to his family, ought to 
have saved enough from his wages to give 
him a comfortable start when he once more 
embarks in his own. behalf. When spring 
opens there will be ample work for all, at 
unusually remunergtive wages, and there is 
no reason why the Society should longer con- 
tinwe its operations under the special organi- 
zation which was called into being by the 
sudden contingency of the fire. 

The charity which the world has laid at 
our doors has been wonderful; bat no more 
wonderful, perhaps, than the system under 
which it bas been disbursed. That system
